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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


: 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE SCHOOL DistRICT OF NEWPORT: 

In making the first annual report to the district since its enlarge- 
ment to embrace the entire town, the school board would refer at 
the start to the circumstances under which it came into existence, 
and to the peculiar responsibilities which have devolved upon it. 

The almost unexpected vote by which, last March, Union Dis- 
trict decided to unite with the then existing town di-trict, lett the 
newly chosen board of the latter in charge of the school affairs of the 
entire town. Deeming a change in its composition desirable and equi- 
table, the members one by one resigned, each vacancy being filled, 
when created, by appointment by the two remaining members, the 
only legal method of procedure in such an emergency, until a new 
organization was effected, composed of one new member and one 
from the board of each of the former districts. 

At a meeting of the consolidated district, immediately called by 
the new board, a sentiment was developed which made it clear 
that it would be an exceedingly difficult and delicate task to so ad- 
minister affairs as to disarm all opposition to the union. The board 
confidently addressed itself, however, to the duty under the law of 
giving to all as nearly equal school privileges as possible. No 
revolutions have been wrought, undertaken, or purposed, and all 
‘interests have commanded equal attention. The result, we believe , 
will dispel fears that were then entertained, and command the confi- 
dence of a great _majority in the town system. ‘The acquisition to 
the high school of a few pupils from the farming portion of the dis- 
trict is one of the immediate and most gratifying results of the amal- 
gamation. 
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The extraodinary duties of the board in putting into effect the 
new free text book law have been somewhat embarassing, in that 
they have demanded time and thought that might have profitably been 
applied in other direction-. At the very outset it became necessary to 
consider the merits of various text books competing for adoption, as 
the same books were not in use in the two districts, besides arrang- 
ing tor their purchase and distribution, a burden of labor and re- 
sponsibility that will not be felt by succeeding boards, as changes 
hereafter will be infrequent and purchases light, in comparison with 
those of the past year. The district now owns over 95 per cent. of 
the books in use, and the change will be complete by the beginning 
of the fall term. ‘The expenditures on this account have aggregated 
$1,153 43. This seems like a large sum, but it is an average of on- 
ly about $2.00 per scholar.. It should also be borne in mind that it 
is less than two-thirds what the same books and supplies would have 
cost the parents, as the district was able to buy on even better terms 
than could our local dealers. Distributed on the taxable values of 
the district, it will be seen that no hardship has been wrought to any 
tax-payer, while the relief afforded individuals has been considerable. 
The district raised for this purpose only $300. For the excess of ex- 
penditures over this sum, the obligation to furnish text books being 
imperative, the selectmen provided by further orders on the town 
treasurer from moneys not otherwise appropriated. It is recom- 
mended that the total expense on this account for the ensuing year 
be met in the same way, rather than by a special tax. The exact 
amount required cannot be predicted, but the average annual expense 
hereafter can hardly exceed $400 

Schools have been maintained 382 weeks at Northville, Gould’s, 
Kelleyville, Whittier’s, Emerson’s, East Mountain and Guild, 24 at 
Chandler's, and 20 at Paul’s. At Chandler’s there were 23 scholars 
at the beginning of the summer term, dwindling down to seven at 
the close. The winter term opened with 11 scholars, with Miss Fish- 
er of Claremont, a competent teacher, in charge, but was closed at 
the end of the fourth week with only two scholars in attendance. 
There would have been 32 weeks here but for the indifference of par- 
ents about the education of their children. This is said to be very 
nearly a repetition of what has occurred here for the past three years. 
Our predecessors cut short a term at Paul’s as unprofitable and rec- 
ommended the abandonment of the school. There was a temporary 
increase of scholars last spring which made it seem expedient to con. 
tinue the school during the spring andsummer. But three or four 
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scholars were left for a winter term, and as the building required ex- 
tensive repairs to make it suitable for occupancy in winter no school 
was maintained. ‘Thisschool must be abandoned altogether unless the 
house is soon rebuilt. The four primaries have had 30 weeks each, 
the bigh and intermediate 36, and the grammar 35, the latter having 
been cut short by the illness of Miss Brown, who was compelled to 
give up after the winter term had been in progress three weeks. 
The board is of opinion that 33 weeks would not be more than an 
equitable amount of schooling for the eight outlying schools, and 
have based their recommendations for appropriations acccordingly, 


with allowance for two terms at Paul’s, as heretofore. 
The discipline of the grammar school has been the source of 


more perplexity than all the other schools combined. The pupils 
are at that irrepressible age which has no respect for the authority of 
a teacher and but little regard for the personal consequences of per- 
sistent defianve. Miss Brown was a superior teacher, and main- 
tained excellent order while she remained, buat at such expense to 
her nervous system as to finally compel her resignation. Her place 
was immediately filled by an experienced teacher, of normal training, 
and bearing excellent recommendations. The insolence and open 
defiance of some of the pupils when she took charge demanded the 
prompt attention of the superintendent. Good advice and kindly 
warnings had but little effect, and corporal punishment and suspen- 
sion failed to subdue the turbulent spirits. When it became appar- 
rent that the school must be closed or certain pupils removed. there- 
from, resort was made, after due warning, to expulsion for the re- 
mainder ot the term. Five were thus dealt with, one after another, 
and two who were directed by the teacher to report to the superinten- 
dent for discipline tailed to do so and have since absented themselves. 
These seven scholars, in order to restore themselves next term, will 
be required to pass the examinations lost. The necessity of expel- 
ling any pupil is regretted by nobody more than by the board, to 
to whom, nevertheless, no other course remained. This matter can- 
not be dropped without saying that the difficulties were aggravated 
by a disposition on the part of some to sustain or excuse the miscon- 
duct of scholars on account of prejudice against the teacher. The 
lack of moral support for a teacher is the most serious calamity that 


ean befall a school. Fortunately the feeling was not widespread. 
One attendant of the Kelleyville school has been suspended for 


defiance ot the teacher's authority during the noon intermission. 
The control of the teacher over the scholar, in the language of a 
legal decision, ‘‘extends from the time he leaves home to go to 
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school until he returns home from school.” ‘The teacher must be 
sustained in exercising proper restraint over the scholar, not only 
during school hours, but before and afte1, and during the noon hour, 
and this not only in the school room, but about the premises, and in 
going and coming upon the highway, when the good of the school 
demands. <A most troublesome pupil was also suspended from the 
Chandler school during the fall term. In this case, as in the one 
just mentioned, the pupil had only to ask the pardon of the teacher 
and promise obedience, in order to secure immediate reinstatement, 
a condition which was in neither case complied wita. 

It does not seem necessary or expedient to refer in terms to each 
of the teachers employed during the year. Suffice it to say that 
changes have been made only when necessary, and if the result has 
not been in every instance fully satisfactory, it has been because the 
services of the best teachers could not always be commanded. In 
two instances wages have been for the time being advanced in order 
to retain desirable teachers. | 

In the matter of transportation of scholars the board has in no 
case undertaken to give full compensation for the expense incurred, 
as an examination of the treasurer’s report must reveal, believing 
that part of the burden should remain with the parents. It has 
rather been our aim to afford such measure of assistance that small 
children should not be deprived of school privileges on account of 
their remoteness from a school-house, the district having an obliga- 
tion in such cases which is not apparent in the case of an able bodied 
boy, having, perhaps, the same distance to travel, but able, by reason 
of maturer years, to walk the distance without hardship. 

In this connection it is worthy of note that the entire expendi- 
ture for transportation has been on account of pupils conveyed to the 
Chandier, Whittier, and Emerson and West Primary schools from 
the Pike Hill and Bascom districts, which have become so depopu- 
lated that there are not enough scholars in both together to make a 
profitable school. There would have been no outlay whatever on 
‘this account had there been a school where the Pike Hill road 
branches off from the Unity road, near the Barrett place. The 
Whittier school, a half mile west of this point, does not average 
more than ten scholars. By uniting these scholars with those from 
the Pike Hill and Bascom districts, a school of twenty to thirty 
might be maintained, all living within the radius of a mile anda 
half. Such aschool would be permanent, beyond all question, and 
of such value to the farmers of the Pike Hill and Bascom districts as 
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to more than offset the additional travel imposed upon scholars west 
of the present school-house near Whittier’s, none of whom are more 
than a mile and a quarter from the location suggested. The con- 
struction of a suitable building at Barrett’s corner is therefore ‘rec- 
ommended, and the sale of the Whittier, Pike Hill and Bascom 
houses before they become any more dilapidated. 

The expenses of the year have in some directions fallen below 
the estimates, particularly in wages, through the shortening of 
schools, leaving a moderate sum at the disposal of the board, which 
has had the recent satisfaction of expending the same for the pur- 
chase of dictionaries, maps and globes, of which all the schools were 
quite destitute. A further expenditure in the same direction would 
be beneficial. 

Minor repairs have been made upon several buildings, the 
North and South Primary grounds have been graded, and blinds 
have been added to the Kelleyville school-house. Several buildings 
need reshingling at once, and the want of a bell on the central build- 
ing is much felt in all the departments. 

_ The recommendations of former years for more and. better ac- 
commodations for the pupils in the central building are reiterated. 
The present structure does not afford suitable or adequate accom- 
modations. The two lower rooms are awkward and overcrowded, 
conditions which do not conduce to good scholarship or good disci- 
pline. Irrespective of this, there is need of another department, 
dividing the work of the two teachers among three, and permitting 
the devotion of more time to recitations and the individual needs of 
scholars. Parents who desire thorough training for their children, 
would, if they recognized the conditions under which these schools 


are working, demand some improvement. 
The high school is not infrequently criticised, the inference be- 


ing that because the attendance is smaller than the accommodations 
there must be something wrong about its conduct, and that the 
money expended upon it is thrown away. Notso. No high school 
of similar grade is doing better work, or making better progress. 
Under Mr. Chellis’s management as principal, during the past two 
years, the curriculum has been greatly advanced, and the school 
never stood on suv high a plane as it does today. But we are never- 
theless starving it, and sending our children away to school, enough 
of them to nearly fill the empty seats. In comparison a high school 
might be cited whose graduating certificates admit to Dartmouth with- 
out examination, and one half of whose pupils come from outside the 
district, and contribute in tuitions more than $400 per year towards 
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its maintenance. The expenditure of about $700 a year more would 
enable our high school to fit for college, and, in a broad and practi- 
cal English course parallel with the classical course, give to those 
of our young people who do not aspire to or cannot afford a college 
education much better preparation for the ordinary duties of life. 
Affording such advantages, its attendance would soon be doubled. 
Instead of sending a dozen pupils away to the academies every year, 
we should retain them, with the addition of numerous tuition pupils 
from adjoining towns. Is it not worth while to put the school on 
such a basis? Careful consideration of this matter is invited. 

Chapter 63 of the laws of 1887 imposes upon the school board of 
a town district, the collection of unexpended moneys in the hands 
of treasurers of districts abolished to form such town district, and 
the equitable expenditure of the same. The treasurer of the present 
board received from the treasurers of the original town district and 
Union district $86.12 and $155.51 respectively. These sums were so 
nearly in proportion to the valuations of the districts merged, and so 
near the amount of two weeks wages in each, that it is deemed that 
their expenditure is sufficiently accounted for by saying that the schools 
in both the original districts have been prolonged two weeks more 
than they could have been sustained with the other moneys at the 
disposal of.the board. All interests have been better subserved than 
would have been possible by opening up a separate account of petty 
expenditures in behalf of each of the old districts.
